Each Slate Must Care for 
Unemployed; Pennsylvania 
Gets Nine Millions. 


Washington, 
Dec. 28 
<AP>.~A 
campaign to cut federal relief out- I 
lays by requiring the states to take j 
responsibility for “unemployable*” 
was announced Thursday nignt by 
the administration. The move co­ 
incided with efforts by President 
Roosevelt to work out an elastic re­ 
lief budget capable of curtailment 
as business improves. 
With the relief problem holding 
center stage in the capital during 
the day the relief administration 
also disclosed 
partial 
allotments 
for January totaling $136,791,268, 
as compared with an aggregate of 
$151,000,000 disbursed so far in De­ 
cember. 
To Pennsylvania $9,453,- 
685 is allotted for next month. 
Harry L. Hopkins, the FERA ad­ 
ministrator, returned to his office 
from a significant white house con­ 
ference on next year’s relief budget 
to announce the effort to eliminate 
unemployables by February I. With 
their dependents, this class, he said, 
constitutes 20 per cent of those on 
federal relief. 
Some saw in this 
another major indication of a shift 
for employables from direct grant* 
to work relief. 
Sees Considerable Saving 
While the saving probably would 
not be correspondingly large, for 
the reason that state outlays fat 


this purpose would be taken Into 
consideration in connection with 
the question of adequate state con­ 
tributions, Hopkins, was optimistic 
that it would nevertheless be con­ 
siderable. He declared himself en­ 
couraged by a steady growth in 
state contributions. 
For the first 
ll) months of 1934. he said, the 
states and localities spent 30 per 
cent more for relief than they did 
In 1933. Of this increase, he added, 
28,3 per cent came about under 
agreements reached in determining 
the extent of federal grants. 
“The money spent by the states 
and localities in the Arsle ten 
months of 1934,” he said, “was not 
only greater than during the same 
months last year, but undoubtedly 
constituted 
the 
largest 
Anancial 
contributions ever made by state 
and local governments for the re­ 
lief of the unemployed. Tile large 
appropriations of 
federal money 
for relief have not dried up state 
and local resources.

Shows Device to Cook Meals 
With Captive Rays of Sun 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 28.—Charles G. 
Abbot, secretary of the Sm ithsonian 
Institution, who recently put his 
finger on the pulse beat of the sun 
and found it was1 repeating the 
weather pattern on the earth every 
tw enty-three years, W ednesday ex­ 
hibited a solar heat collector. 
W ith it—a com bination of mirrors, 
black oil and a vacuum bottle—Mr. 
Abbot has been able to trap the heat 
energy of the sun and raise the tem ­ 
perature of the oil to 392 degrees 
Fahrenheit. He has been able to 
cook meals in an oven heated by the 
black oil and raise steam in a tubu­ 
lar boiler taking its heat from the 
black oil. 
His device w’as shown at the a n ­ 
nual 
science 
exhibition 
which 
Wednesday opened the annual ses­ 
sion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 
Sessions Open Thursday 
The technical and business ses­ 
sions opened Thursday 
and con­ 
tinue for a week. Fifteen hundred 
papers will be read at more than a 
score of meetings held sim ultane­ 


ously at the various institutions of 
learning in the city. 
The secret of the increased effi­ 
ciency in Dr. Abbot’s solar heat col­ 
lector is the use of the vacuum bot­ 
tle principle in conserving the heat 
collected. Black oil is used because 
black substances are good heat ab­ 
sorbers. 
The oil flows through the inner of 
the 
two 
concentrate 
tubes. The 
outer tube is evacuated of its air 
and thus prevents the escape of heat 
in the same way th a t the common 
vacuum bottles keeps coffee warm 
for hours. 
Mirrors arranged on an axis par­ 
allel with th e e a rth ’s axis collect 
the heat and focus it on the oil tube.

The earth, in the near future, may 
receive an unprecedented shower of 
cosmic rays from the new star th at 
increased its brilliance one hundred 
thousand tim es over and appeared 
as a spectacular second-m agnitude 
star in the constellation Hercules 
about ten days ago, scientists here 


said. W hat the results will be is 
still to be found out. 
It may be six years before the cos­ 
mic rays arrive, and if the energy 
released in the explosion of this sun 
in Hercules—which is what the new 
star indicates—is unusually intense 
the cosmic rays may arrive sooner.
